EDMONTON AND ITS FAIR 

Next week is Fair week in Edmonton; the 
time when this city will be the centre of 
attention in western Canada, as Calgary has 
been during the week that is ending. 


Why is it that for more than a half century 
there has been a Fair every summer at Edmon- 
ton? What prompted this enterprise in the first 
place? What has made it possbile to carry on, 
through good times and bad, with a steady 
advance that has made it now the outstanding 
agricultural exhibition in the western provinces? 

These are important questions, important 
alike to the Fair and to the city, and it may 
be worth while to enumerate a few consider- 
ations which help to account for the existence, 
progress, and present standing of this com- 
munity enterprise. “Why is” the Edmonton Fair? 

1, Because the Fair offers the patron good 
value for the price of admission, and the outside 
visitor a reasonable return for the cost of 
spending a day or so in the city. If the Fair 
did not do that it would have died long ago, 
ang would have deserved to die. Barnum may 
have been right as to a circus; but not as to 
a fair. It must “deliver the goods” or cease to 
exist. The records are strewn with the obituary 
notices of fairs which have died because they 
tried to get gate-money under false pretences. 
That Edmonton's Fair has survived and pros- 
pered is the final proof that it has merited and 
held the esteem and patronage-of the public. 

2. Because agriculture is a technical industry, 
in which quality counts. It follows that 
opportunities to compare products, and to have 
these judged by expert critics, are practical 


advantages to farmers. Alberta farmers who 
have won distinction for themselves and the 
province at the Chicago Internationa! did not 


as a rule, if in any case, step into 
nition at once. In most cases, if not in every 
case, they were winners first at their local 
fairs, then at Edmontor n at Toronto, and 
then at Chicago. Winn t Edmonton gave 
them the first distinct encouragement, and 
recognized qualification, to enter the wider 
competitions. More important even than that, 
the competitive displays here have interested 
and helped thousands of other farmers, and 
farm boys and girls, in the improvement of 
products and in knowing what standards must 
be aimed at to succeed. The Fair has made 
and does make a certain and valuable contri- 
bution to the success of the farming industry 
in this district, and throughout the province. 

3. Because it is, above al] other times and 
places, “The place where town and country 
meet.” At no other time is there such a getting 
together of people fror parts of central 
and northern Albertz, with wide representation 
from all sections of the province and of the 
western country. It is the great occasion when 
old friendships are renewed and new ones 
made. It is the nearest approach to a gerera! 
outing for the people of the farther west that 
occurs during the whole year. From that broad 
stand-point it is the big socia] event on the 
calendar.

That 
Edmonton people continue to maintain the Fair 
as a front rank exhibition is proof of the con- 
tinuing vitality of the spirit which built the 
ity and developed its tributary country. The 
Fair is and has been an emblem and expression 
of the Edmonton idea] of “Industry, 
Enterprise”. 

The Stampede at Calgary this week is said 
to have drawn larger crowds than in any year 
since 1930.

BEFORE AND AFTER 

It is interesting, and pertinent, to recall just 
now a staternent issued by Hon. H. H. Stevens 
in October of 1930, setting out the happy condi- 
tions prevailing in Canadian industry and 
among Canadian industrial workers at the time 
he and his colleagues took office and started to 
direct the nationa] policy: 

“In all these matters, hours of labor, rates 
of wages, standards of living, factory inspection, 
social legislation and industrial betterment 
work, Canada is much more advanced than 
most of the nations that make products similar 
to hers. The result is that Canadian wage earn- 
ets are more fortunately circumstanced in 
almost every way, than are the wage earners of 
these other countries. They can only hope to 
retain those advantages as tong as their em- 
ployers, the manufacturers of Canada, are able 
to overcome in the domestic market the com- 
petition of foreign-made goods that are pro- 
duced under longer working hours, lower wage 
scales and lower standards of living. For 
should the time ever come when they can no 
longer compete, either their Canadian employees 
must agree to wage reductions and the loss of 
decent living conditions, or the manufacturers 
must close up shop.” 

According to Mr. Stevens, who was speak- 
ing within the facts, Canadian industry was at 
that time in a quite healthy condition. Wage- 
earners were working, had reasonable hours, 
got good pay, enjoyed a high standard of living, 
were protected beyond others by factory inspec- 
tion, social legislation and industrial better- 
ment activities. 

It was, on this showing, only after the 
trade-preventing policy inaugurated by Mr. 
Stevens and his associates began to get in its 
deadly work that conditions developed as dis- 
closed by the Price Spreads Commission. As 
the tariff went up exclusive levels trade 
stopped, wages fell, factories slowed down and 
their employees were in vast numbers turned 
into the street. 

Mr. Stevens now proposes to mitigate these 
disastrous consequences of his ill-starred policy 
by redistributing the depression, in hope that 
it won't depress the industrial workers quite so 
completely. The better course, one would think, 
is to get back to the trade-encouraging policy 
he and his colleagues threw in the waste basket, 
and to the happy conditions he aptly 
described

Forty Years Ago 
From the Files of The Edmonton Bulletin 
The oldest Methodist parsonage is being re- 
moved to M. McCauley'’s property, he having 
purchased it. The building was put up about 
1871 or ‘72 and is still perfectly solid and sound 
in all parts except the sills, which are decayed. 
The walls are of spruce logs hewn on two sides, 
and the floor of spruce planks sawn on one side 
and hewn on the other. All the lumber in it 
was sawn by hand and even the nails were 
made in the same way by the H. B. blacksmith 
at the fort. The partitions are of dressed spruce 
lumber and show no sign of shrinkage although 
standing dry for so many years. The condition 
of this building is an evidence of the value of 
the native spruce as a building material, when 
properly handled, and it is also an evidence of 
the good vorkmanship of the pioneers of Ed- 
monton, as well as if the skillful management 
and missionary enthusiasm of the founder of 
the mission, and indeed it may be said of the 
town of Edmonton, Rev. George McDougall.

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| The Passing Show

John T. Flynn, auther of “Graft in Business,” 
“God's Gold” and “Security Speculation,” who 
has been writing a series of special articles for 
the Edmonton Bulletin, has an article on “In- 
flation—When and How?” in June “Harper's.” 

lt really ought to be suppressed. Mr, Flynn 
should be declared a Com- 
munist by Order-in-Council. 
Anyone giving him a dime, a 
cup of coffee, a sandwich or 
a kind word, ought to be 
punished. The things he says 
about money! You'd think 


there was nothing sacred 
about it at all. 
Remarking that “repudi- 


ation” is an ugly word, he 
shows how by culture and the 
higher education it is poss- 
ible to achieve the result without using the 
ugly name—like a Bishop saying “Bother!” 

He says: 

“Our very best citizens have assured us 
that going off the gold standard was an act 
of national perfidy. And anyone will tell 
you that repudiation is just one of those 
things that is not done by the right people. 

“Yet I seem to recall the Metropolitan 
Opera Association being caught a couple 
of years ago with a number of very oppres- 
sive pre-depression salary contracts with a 
lot of mere singers—just minstrels you 
might say. The contracts were burdensome, 
but they were sacred. So the opera com- 
pany just went through the formality of 
bankruptcy and all the sacred contracts 
went up in so much stage smoke. Then 
shortly after this, the sponsors reorganized 
under another name and made it known to 
the singers that they were prepared to en- 
ter into some new sacred contracts with 
them, but on what you might call a de- 
valued basis. What makes this incident 
interesting is that you could travel from 
Forty-second Street to Beersheba without 
meeting so much blue blood and so many 
“right” people as compose the association 
which devalued those contracts. And by 
the way, have you ever been caught in one 
of those merry little comedies known as a 
railroad reorganization carried on by some 
of our industrial peerage?” 

A man who can deal so flippantly and yet 
so incisively with a subject so sacred as money 
contracts—suggesting that those who preach 
the sacredness of money contracts, are the first 
to shatter the doctrines when it comes to deal- 
ing with hired men and women and with poor 
suckers on the Stock Exchange—is a worse 
enemy of Society than the poor devils who 
were met with machine guns, squadrons of 
Mounted Police and secret Orders-in-Council 
on their way to Ottawa to request work and 
wages.

Another man against whom an Order-in- 
Council should be passed declaring him a Com- 
munist and a menace to Society is R. McNair 
Wilson, an English student of banking, who has 
written a meaty little book called “Promise To 
Pay—An Inquiry into the Principles and Prac- 
tice of the Latter-Day Magic called sometimes 
High Finance.” 

He has the effrontery to call bank money 
IOU's, because they are not actual money but 
promises to pay money, issued in ten times 
greater volume than the amount of currency 
behind them. A bank has been described as 
“an institution that makes money by lending 
umbrellas out when the sun is shining and call- 
ing them in when it looks like rain.” Mr. Wil- 
son interprets the phenomenon in the light of 
this ten to one basis of business. While it allows 
a bank to get 70 per cent interest instead of 7 
per cent on its actual currency, it is the cause 
of banker-fear. With ten times more promises 
to pay in curréncy than he has currency in his 
vaults, the banker must use his extraordinary 
powers over the finances of production and 
consumption, to avert any situation where he 
might be called on to honor his IOU’s. 

Mr. Wilson pictures a banker with $1,000,- 
000 of IOU’s out, on the backing of $100,000 of 
gold and silver in his strong room. For the 
use of his IOU’s he had required title deeds 
as collateral security—though the borrower re- 
ceived no security that the promise to pay in 
currency could be fulfilled in case of panic. 
So he calls in loans, forces down prices by cut- 
ting off purchasing power in the community 
and realises on the security of those who were 
unable to repay his IOU’s. 

From this familiar picture Mr. Wilson pro- 
ceeds to show how foreign exchange, the bal- 
ance of trade, the gold standard and internat- 
ional finance are all juggled in a similar way 
by banks that have issued interest-bearing 
IOU's to ten times greater amount than their 
power to redeem. He says: 

“The International Banker lends prom- 
ises to pay to those countries whose pro- 
duction is cheapest and where, theretore, 
the highest rates of interest are available 
He lends these IOU’s on the security of the 
National incomes (bonds), of land (mort- 
gages), of debentures and of cargoes of 
readily saleable commodities. By lending, 
he causes rises of bank rates in the coun- 
tries fromm which the IOU’s have been taken, 
each Home Banker being anxious to protect 
himself against a possible ‘run’ upon him 
if gold should begin to leave the country 
and if, in consequence a sharp break in 
prices should occur. Rises in bank-rates 
cause a falling off of borrowing and a de- 
cline in buying-power. Prices sag. Wages 
fall. Firms default on interest payments 
and governments find themselves with un- 

| balanced budgets. Market values of mort- 
gages, debentures and government secur- 
ities fall. Bankers begin to sel) their secur- 
ities—lands, factories, workshops, even 
government bonds against which they had 
lent their I1OU's. Large amounts of them 
pass into the hands of the bankers at

Heart Derangements 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In covering this subject, I will take up parts 
of it under sub-headings, dealing first with: 

DIAGNOSING HEART TROUBLES: Many 
cases of both functional and organic heart 
trouble are well developed before the patient 
experiences any warning symptoms, A _ pain 
in the left side of the chest 
is not necessarily an indi- 
cation of heart trouble but 
may be due to intercostal 
neuralgia, faulty position of 
the ribs, gas pressure or be- 
cause of the stomach being 
overloaded with food. 

The diagnostician must 
make a careful study of the 
patient’s symptoms to deter- 
mine if they are true heart 
trouble indications or merely 
due to some of the foregoing causes. In addition 
to this, the physician needs to listen to the heart 
sounds as transmitted through the stethoscope, 
take the blood pressure reading, and make use 
of the fluoroscopic x-ray to observe tke heart's 
action. Tracings with the electrocardiograph are 
also helpful in making a visible record of the 
heart action and in securing an accurate diag- 
nosis. 

The patient who has gradually developed a 
heart disorder may notice some of the following 
symptoms: fulness of the chest, particularly on 
the left side; intermittent heart beat; hot and 
cold flushes; pain in the region of the heart or 
down the left arm; aching between the should- 
ers; shortness of breath; exhaustion after slight 
activity; dizziness; blue hands and feet; palpi- 
tation; and nervousness. 

THE ETIOLOGY OF HEART TROUBLES: 
Those of you who are not familiar with medical 
terms may think that the word “etiology” means 
something related to “eating,” and, although I 
believe it is from eating that we develop most 
heart derangements, I will save you a look in 
your dictionary and explain that etiology means 
“a study of the causes of disease.” Both func- 
tional and organic heart disorders may develop 
from eating too much food, the use of wrong 
kinds of food, incorrect food combinations, eat- 
ing when enervated, using too many liquids and 
the use of alcoholic and other stimulants. The 
heart has enough work to do in an ordinary 
lifetime without being forced to work against 
the distention of the stomach overloaded with 
food. There is a slight rest between each pulse 
beat, but the heart is a muscular organ which 
must remain constantly at work 24 hours a day. 

Every time a heavy meal is eaten this may 
be followed by a disturbing pressure upon the 
diaphragm and on the arteries in the abdomen 
which carry the blood to the lower parts of the 
body. The heart laboring against such pressure 
must grow old and tired before its time, and un- 
der such strain the heart valves may fail in 
their function, allowing a back flow of blood. 


Besides the heart derangements resulting 
from the mechanical crowding of a large meal, 
for, because of distention from gas, there are 
outstanding chemical causes which are respon- 
sible for the development of heart troubles. If 
one lives so that a general toxemia develops, it 
is easy to understand that the extra amount of 
toxic material which the blood carries through 
the heart must in time have some effect upon 
the delicate membrane lining the walls of the 
heaft. As an example, it is a well-known fact 
that the heart constantly irritated from rheum- 
atic toxins eventually develops a heart disorder.

On This Date 


On this date in 1803 Ogle R. 
Gowan, founder of the Ovange 
Order in Ontario, was born at 
Nebo Lodge, Wexford. In his 
later life he used to say that the 
stork had been delayed en route. 
for he should by rights have been 
born on the “Glorious Twe!f'h.’ 
His father, Captain John Gowan, 
was a Loyalist leader in the 
south, won fame by the single- 
handed capture of Captain Grant. 
the noted rebel leader, and declin- 
ed a knighthood for the act, * 
being the family sentiment that no 
Gowan should be rewarded for 
serving his soverign. 

Ogle R. Gowan became én 
Orangeman when he was 17 and 
remained one until his dying aay 
and when 21 was assistant grand 
secretary of Ireland. He came to 
Canada in 1829 and settled in the 
county of Leeds. Within six 
months he, on January 1, 1330, or- 
ganized primary lodge No. 1, at 
Brockville. He had not deen five 
vears in Canada before he was 
elected to the Upper Canada As- 
sembly for Leeds, sitting there 


— 
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until the union in 1841 and con- 
tinuing in the Assembly of the 
Province of Canada until 1861. 
He was one of the first to advo- 
cate a tariff policy which wou'd 
protect Canadian industry, as 
early as 1845 outlining a plaa 
which was the basis of Sir John 
A. Macdonald's National Policy. 

He was also a suldier. Foresee- 
ing that the propaganda of Wil- 
liam Lyon Mackenzie would lead 
to rebellion he called for volun- 
teers to defend Canada and rout 
the designs of the disloyal. He 
was gazetted captain of the 2na 
Regiment of Leeds’ Militia by Sir 
Francis Bond Head, commanded 
the troops at the battle around 
the windmill at Prescott, and was 
present at the capture of Hickory 
Island, near Kingston. Through- 
out his life, which ended in 1876, 
he was a valiant subject of his 
Queen and a steadfast upholder 
of Protestant principles, bending 
his knee to no man for political 
favors and always standing .irm 
by that loyalty which he handed 
down to his descendants.

THE BURDEN OF THE

The greatest sin that has been 
committed against this country 
and against the Canadian people 
is the unpardonable crime of 
denying them hope.

WHEAT SITUATION IN JAPAN 


The market for local wheat for 
the first three months of 1935 was 
at a standstill, writes Mr. T. J. 
Monty, assistant trade commis- 
sioner at Tokyo, in the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Journal. On the 
other hand, the cif. price for 
foreign wheat, as compared with 
the same period of the previous 
year, showed an advance of 70 
per cent for American, 25 per 
cent for Canadian, and 35 per cent 
for Australian. Imports of wheat 
for the first three months as com- 
pared with the corresponding 
period of 1934 showed a quan- 
titative reduction of 6.7 per cent 
—from 151,562 short tons to 14],- 
326 tons. The value advancea by 
8 per cent. This is without doubt 
due to an increase in the price of 
wheat Shipments from  Aus- 
tralia (113,429 tons) increased by 
65 per cent in quantity and 828 
per cent in value, and those from 
Argentina from nil to 5.000 short 
tons. Importations from Canada 
(22,228 tons) declined by 0.3 per 
cent in quantity, but increased 
by 264 per cent in value. Those 
from the United States shrank to 
negligible proportions.

Editor, The Bulletin: Power 
matters in Edmonton are in such 
an unsatisfactory state that some 
comment is called for. 
So long as our Power Commit- 


would have been better to have 
left them to bring their final 
conclusion to Council without 
public interference, but seeing 
that many opinions have been 
broadcast on the power question 
while it is still a committee 
matter, I think it would assist us 
now if some statement of the facts 
were made, 


After more than six months’ 
consideration of the Company's 
proposal “B", submitted in June 


1934, which was a slight change 
from the existing agreement, our 
Power Committee held meetings 


in public, commencing Feb. 1935, 
to esllow representations to be 
made by anyone interested. At 


this time it was evident that the 
committee was persuaded that the 
only course open to Edmonton 
was to conclude another agree- 
ment with the Calgary Power 
Company on lines similar to the 
present one; but, as a result of 
submissions made by several par- 
ties, it became clear that several 
of the committee had little grasp 
of the real situation, and, while 
resenting to some wonsiderable 
degree the presumption of “ordin- 


ary” citizens in attempting to 
instruct the duly elected repre- 
sentatives of the people about 
public affairs, the committee 
found it expedient to drag out 
the proceedings for several 
months, apparently in the hope 


that the opposition would weaken, 
and some solution would be found 
in line with their original inten- 
tions, without giving offence to 
anyone 

The opposition becoming, if 
anything, more intense, the com- 
mittee hit on the happy practice of 
putting the cart before the horse. 
by bringing in the question of 
plant extensions; piously reaffirm- 
ing what has been the general 
policy of Ccuncil for many years 
namely, to develop and maintain 
our Power Plant to at all times 
supply our own needs, finances 
permitting. Not only was this an 
evasion of the question before 
them, but it had the desired effect 
of turning the public’s attention 
away from the vital issue, which 
still is: Shall we generate all our 
power needs after Sept. 30 next.

shrift, their replies to advocates of 
the agrement being filed without 
discussion, an@ no_ opportunity 
afforded them to orally examine 
officials on their evidence, gives 
all the more support to the con- 
viction that if the whole picture 
of operations over the last eight 
years were brought to light it 
would be seen what a pawn the 
city has been in the hands of the 
company

CAPE TOWN, July 13.—Even 
the most cursory glance at old 
records will convince people 
that South Africa was the hap- 
py hunting ground of the 18th 
century for all women whose 
pulses beat matrimony, says 
The Cape Argus. Accusing fin- 
gers were pointed and nasty 
things were said about young 
men who did not marry; in 
fact, a governor of that period 
wrote that he wished to get rid 
“of all unmarried men and 
good-for-nothings . . . as noth- 
ing good but, on the contrary, 
a great deal of harm must be 
expected from such a class of 
people.” 

There were few women at the 
Cape in the early days, and 
whenever batches of girls were 
sent out from overseas, great 
was the excitement that pre- 
vailed in the little settlement 
on the shores of Table Bay. 
Some of thest girls were mar- 
ried within a day or two, others 
required a little longer—say, a 
fortnight—to set the wedding 
bells a-ringing. 

It was the custom in those 
days for couples who became 
engaged to exchange their writ- 
ten promises of marriage, with 
the result that any man who 
attempted to escape from his 
contract would find himself 
placed in an extremely awk- 
ward position. After having 
obtained the consent of their 

rents, the young couple ap- 

ared before the Commission- 
ers of Matrimonial Affairs. 

As soon as they had satisfied 
these gentlemen that they were 
“free and unencumbered, and 
engaged to no one else, but to 
each other only,” that they had 
appeared without fear or per- 
suasion and that they were not 
related to each other by ties 
of consanguinity or in any of

100 FLOOD MAROONED TRAIN PASSENGERS REACH CITY 


Stalled For More 


Than 36 


Slave Lake Areas 


Tired and Tr Travel Worn 
People Tumble Off N.A.' 
R. Train Here Friday— 
Bore Hardships Cheer-| 
fully. 


Puffing and chugging into the 
C.N.R. station exactly 47 hours 
and 39 minutes late, a Northern | 
Alberta Railways train arrived in 
Edmonton Friday evening bear- 
ing more than 100 passengers who 
were marooned in the Lesser 
Slave Lake flood district since 
Wednesday by impassable track 
conditions. 


The train which pulled into the | 
Station Friday night was making a 
return trip from Smith where it 
proceeded Wednesday. Passengers | 
were carried in cars from Wide- 
water, where their original train 
was stalled for more than 36 hours, 
to Smith, where they boarded the 
cars that carried them to the city 


GLAD TO REACH CITY | 


Tired and travel-worn, the 
‘weary passengers stumbled off the 
train here Friday night to be 
greeted by relatives and friends, | 
and the crew, as well as passengers 
were obviously delighted to finally 
reach Edmonton 

R. F. Soper, Edmonton business | 
man, vividly described conditions 
surrounding the marooning experi- 
ence. Mr. Soper had sprained his 
ankle in being transferred from the 
train at Widewater to that at Smith 
but cheerfully agreed to tell news- | 
papermen outstanding details of the 
trip. 

While all the passengers bore the 
experience cheerfully, said Mr 
Soper. hardship and discomfort was 
suffered by many durinz the 36 
hours that the train was halted one 
mile south of Widewater. 

Food was running low as the 
hours passed and the train was un- 
able to continue. There was no lack 
of water as passengers availed 
themselves of flood waters. 

“The train left McLennan on 
time and we were proceeding on 
schedule until we reached Wide- 
water Wednesday. We stopped 
there for a few hours, and then, for 
no apparent reason, we travelled 
to a point one mile south of Wide- 
water where the train was hope- 
lessly stalled,” said Mr. Soper. 

“Water on the track there was 
four to five feet deep and before 
we could back up again to Wide- 
water, there was a washout behind 
us and we were actually marooned 
by flood waters. It was possible to 
walk back to Widewater but there 
‘was only one store there and its 
supplies were running low. It was 
practically impossible to get any 
food there. 

“They were still serving food on 
the diner during the time we were 
delayed but we had no idea of how 
long we would be stalled and the 
outlook began to look serious 


GREAT DISCOMFORT 


“Great discomfort was suffered by 
families in the two day coaches. 
One lady had four children. They | 
also had to pay for their own food. | 

“Everybody on the train signed a 
petition to the provincial govern- 
ment asking immediate aid but we 
received no reply and no aid. The 
train crew was helpful but there 
Wasn't much they could do.” 

Passengers stayed on the train | 
during the entire 36 hours that the} 
train was at Widewater. Selling of 
supplies to them by a repair gang) 
cook-house was forbidden after the| 
working men’s supplies began to 
run low.

OUR OLD COUNTRY LETTER — By J. 


LITHEROE, Lancs, 
Eng. — (By Mail) — 
Had a certain an- 
cient custom been 
followed to the let- 
ter, the boys at- 
tending the gram- 
mar school here 
would have heard 
their preceptors ad- 
monished on Mid- 
summer Day from the pulpit of the 
church of St. Mary. 

I have written about this grammar 
school before. According to the old 
records it was founded in 1554 by 
the munificence of King Philip and 
Queen Mary. King Philip was, of 
course, Philip of Spain, and the 
head of what was then the most 
powerful nation in the world. 

Had‘ the couple had issue England 
might have become a mere outlier 
of the great Spanish empire. And,

Anyway, Philip, for the most part 
forgotten in England, has a sort of 
immortality here in this old bor- 
ough, for his name is mentioned 
when the grammar school, the Royal 
Grammar School of King Philip 
and Queen Mary celebrates on Mid- 
summer Day. 

The custom is much more modern 
than the school itself. It did not 
begin until 1622 when a statute was 
passed ordaining that “henceforth 
Once every year upon St. John Bap- 
tist’s day called Midsummer day in 
the forenoon there shal! be a Ser- 
mon preached... . with an exhorta- 
tion to the said Governors Schoo! 
and Usher that they will faithfully

Since Plimsoll’s day the British 
public has rested content that Brit- 
ish ships were as safe as they could 
well be made for British sailors 

Last winter, however, the loss of 
four cargo-steamers in the Atlantic 
under circumstances the similarity 
of which pointed to something be- 
ing wrong somewhere caused con- 
siderable comment. 


Nasty rumors floated about the 
waterfront at Liverpool and Swan- 
sea that owners, owing to the need 
of exercising the strictest economy 
in competition with cheaply-run 
foreign ships, were cutting repairs 
and personnel as fine as possible. 

In the end a special court of in- 
quiry was constituted, Lord Merri- 
vale, the wreck commissioner, pre- 
siding and being assisted by nautical 
assessors.

HE first case taken was that of 
the Usworth which sank last 
December with a loss of fifteen lives. 

The court found that the ship was 
lost owing to the failure of her 
steering-gear which was of a kind 
that involved special risks, and 
that, if safety of life and well-being 
were dominant considerations, she 
should have had, besides her master, 
three mates intead of two.
